Neighbor's Barn. 


Lacenter, Ky, May 20 —Kneeling 


on the ground in the moonlight with 
their heads bowed while theli leader 
his maaked face turned toward heaven, 
offered prayer, a band of night riders 
destroyed the big tobacco barn of
